The n port which lias gone to KnglancT 


that Amrrican Friend* have in contem- 
plation in remove the dust- of William 
I'cnn to this country and give it a con- 
spicuous monument., appears to have en- 
countered strong objection there. One of 
tbe trustees of the little graveyard at 
Jordans, in Buckinghamshire, where Gov. 
I'onn wo-, at his own request buried, and 
where his two wives and several of his 
children are buried with him, has written 
to the 'J'imes that the trustee* have re- 
ceived n« application for the removal of 
the remains, and would not entertain it if 
received. 
This declaration is probably 


conclusive as to the business, and will 
prevent (he making of any application if 
such a thing has really been intended. 


How much substance there was in the 


report is unknown, but it is not at all un- 
natural that Americans who respect the 
memory of the Founder of Pennsylvania 
should li ive desired to erect a worthy 
sepulchre for his bones in the >'ew World, 
with whi. h his labors and his fame arc so 
indissolulily connected. Hut the Friend* 
in Kngland appear to have a not less ten- 
der regai d for their most distinguished 
member than those in America, and they 
purpose to guard and keep his ashes in 
the spot, which he himself selected for 
their final resting-place. 
A correspond- 


ent of the New York lleralil, who made 
n trip to Jordans when this report was 
published, happened to arrive at the time 
of the annual meeting of Friends there, 
and repoits that the gathering was larger 
than usual on account of this proposal, 
and that the question was considered with 
great interest, all who spoke expressing 
their disapprobation (if the removal, and 
that measures were taken to prevent it, 
of whicli the card in the Tiiiain from the 
chairman of the trustees then chosen is 
the public indication. 


The little burial ground is three miles 


fjom Clulfont St. (iiles. where Milton 
spent some of his later years and com- 
posed much of his poetry. 
The grave- 


yard is (lose by a very plain, small meet- 
ing-house, and only a few of the graves, 
chiefly those of the members of the Perm 
family, lire marked with headstones, and 
this was not done until about fifteen years 
ago at tbe suggestion of Qranville Penn, 
the great-grandson of William Penn.— 
One stone marks the grave of Penn ana* 
his second wife, and the inscription upon 
it is timply " \\ illiam Penn, 1718," with 
no record of his achievements, no eulogy 
of his virtues. Far retired from the busy 
ways of trade and travel, in one of the most 
scqucstcied nooks of rural Kngland, rest 
the remains of the one whose monument 
is a great and prosperous state in another 
land, where millions of people honor his 
name and preserve with affectionate ven- 
eration t lie fame of his amiable and en- 
terprising virtues. 


Let his dust remain in the retired spot 


he oho.M' for it. 
It would be a better 


monument for him and one more in ac- 
cord with his tastes to do something to 
benefit the living, all around us, rather 
than spend time and money in appeasing 
the sentimental desire to remove his re 
main* here. 


The Washington Star, anewspaper with 


Democratic leanings thinks that the 
effort of Mr. Conkling's friends to drag 
Secretary Elaine into the Robertson im- 
broglio as the responsible party has in it 
an clement of obvious and intended dis- 
respect ti> the President, which is doubt- 
less fully understood and appreciated.
